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The Headmasters of Ravi Varma School of Painting, Mavelikara 
and R. L. V. Fine Arts School, Trippunithura should collect the fees 
from the pupils and remit the same into the Trea : ury on or before 12th 
March 1963, and the chalan for remittance should be submitted to this 
office with the list of candidates appearing for the examination . 

All candidates except students belonging to the Other Backward 
Class communities, Scheduled Castes , Scheduled Tribes, Kudumbis 
and Christian Converts from Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and 
Kudumbis should remit examination fees . 

Students belonging to Other Backward Class communities are 
exempted from payment of examination fees for their first appearance 
only subject to income limit of Rs. 1080 per annum . Income and 
community certificates issued by competent authorities should be 
produced in original in order to be exempted from payment of exami 
nation fees. 

Students belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, 
Kudumbis and Christian Converts from Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and Kudumbis are exempted from payment of examination fees 
for their first appearance and second appearance provided the second 
appearance is within a period of three years from his/her first appear 
ance for the examination . Community certificates issued by compe 
tent authority should be produced in original for being exempted from 
payment of examination fees. 

In all cases of examination fee concessions, certificates from 
the Heads of Institutes where the candidates undergo the course of 
study should be obtained to the effect that he/she is appearing for the 
examination for the first time or secord time within a period of three 
years from his/ her first appearance for the examination as the case 
may be and attached to the application . 

IV . Candidates appearing for the certificate course Examination 
should have successfully undergone a two years, course of study under 
the Certificate Course in Drawing and Painting and Sculpture and 
Modelling either in the Ravi Varma School of Painting , Mavelikara 
or in the R. L. V. Fine Arts School, Trippunithura and those for the 
Diploma Course Examination should have completed a similar period 
of study in the Ravi Varma School of Painting , Mavelikara , or R. L. 
V. Fine Arts School, Trippunithura after passing the Certificate 
Examination . The candidates appearing for the post Diploma Course 
should have completed one year s course in any one of the above two 
schools, after Passing the Diploma Examination in the concerned 
subject. 

V .. Candidates who have once appeared and failed in the exami 
nation are also eligible to apply for the cxamination as private 
candidates . They should submit the applications in the prescribed 
form duly countersigned by the Headmaster of the institution where 
they underwent the prescribed course of study . 

The Headmasters should also collect these applications and forward 
them to the Secretary, Board of Public Examinations, Trivandrum 
together with the list of pupil candidates on or before 16th March 1963, 
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The Certificate and Diploma Examinations will be held at the 
Ravi Varma School of Painting, Mavelikara and R.L.V. Fine Arts 
School, rippunithura . The Post Diploma examination will be held 
at the Ravi Varma School of Painting , Mavelikara only. 

VI. The subjects and time table for the Post Diploma Examina 
tion will be published later . 

VII. The A list of the candidates should be prepared in a 
double foolscap paper in the following form :

Candidates are expected to take their seats in the Examination hall 
at least five minutes before the time fixed for giving out the question 
papers. No candidate will be allowed to quit the examination hall on 
any day until the expiration of half an hour from the time fixed for the 
commencement of the examination and candidates arriving after the ex 
piration of that half an hour will not be admitted . 

. No candidate will be allowed to re - enter the examination hall 
during the hours of examination after once quitting it, or to leave the 
hall without finally handing over his answer papers, 

Strict silence should be maintained in the examination hall. 

No candidate will on any account be allowed to take into the exa 
mination hall slates, books or portion of a book, rules sheets, manus. 
cripts or papers of any kind . Any candidates detected in violation of this 
rule or detected in speaking to or in any way communicating with or 
copyirg from each other and in communicating with any other person 
outside the examination hall or having recourse to any unfair prac 
tices will be sent out of the hall forthwith and his conduct reported to 
the Director for disciplinary action . 

Candidates are forbidden from noting down the answer to any 
question on the question paper itself, they will not be allowed to take 
any papers except their question papers out of the examination hall. 
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Candidates are forbidden from tearing up paper, or throwing ink 
or papers on the floor. All spoilt copies etc. should be left on the 
writing desk in the examination hall. 

Candidates may have to write their answers on both sides of the 
paper supplied to them and they will receive the necessary instruction 
on this point in the examination hall from the Chief Superintendent of 
the examination . 

No candidate will be allowed to exceed the time assigned for each 
paper. 

As soon as candidates have finished their answers and wish to give 
up their answer papers, or at the end of the period prescribed for each 
particular part of the examination, each should rise from his seat and 
remain standing until one of the Superintendents has gone up to him and 
has received his answer paper from him . Any candidate wishing to ask 
any question to the Superintendent will pursue the same course butwill 
on no account leave his seat. 

The answer papers of the Theory Examinations should be stitched 
or pinned together at the upper left -hand corner, and the whole folded 
into two, length -wise (not cross-wise into four). The Register number 
and the place of examination should be written clearly by the candi 
dates on the top right-hand side of the first page of the answer paper ,as 
well as on the top of the paper after it is folded . 
N. B. (1) Candidates are strictly forbidden from writing their names 

on the answer papers. 
(2 ) Candidates should distinctly understand that failure to fur 

nish even any one of these particulars may involve the rejec 
tion of valuing their answer papers — particularly any answer 
paper sent up without candidate s register number and the 

name of centre will not be valued . 
Any candidate who does not behave properly towards the Chief and 
Assistant Superintendents of the examination , is suspected of having had 
recourse to malpractice of any kind in connection with the examination 
or whose answer papers contain objectionable matter, is liable to have 
his examinations invalidated and also to be debarred from appearing 
again for any of the examinations under the control of the Director of 
Public Instruction for such term of years as the Director may think fit; 
or, if the Director is not satisfied for any reasons whatsoever as to the 
trustworthiness of his results, he may be required to undergo a re-exami 
nation at some future date to be fixed by the Director in any one or 
more of the subjects of the examination for which he appeared , his 
success or failure being determined on the results of such re-examination . 
Candidates are forbidden form communicating with the examiners, 
should they do so their answer papers will not be valued and further 
their conduct will be reported to the Director for any action that he 
may deem fit and the Director will treat it as a serious malpractice . 

No information can be furnished in regard to the results of a candi 
date in any subject or in regard to the marks obtained by him or in 
regard to the particular section or sub -division in which he may have 
failed . The names of successful candidates in each subject arranged in 
two classes, first and second , will be published in the Kerala Gazette in 
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due course . The pass list for each grade of a subject as published in the 
Gazette is complete and final. Applications from or on behalf of un 
successful candidates asking for information as to the cause of failure or 
for a revaluation of the answer papers will not be attended to . 

A record of the general conduct of the Examination should be 
maintained by the Chief Superintendent and a copy thereof forwarded 
to this office.
